#& summary of the census recently pub- 
lished in the Tn1Es shows that there are-fn this 
City 184.607 males over twenty-one years of age. 
Of these, 71,342 are native, and 113,965 foreign 
born: Of.the foreign. born, 55,447 are Irish, 41,- 
952 Germans, and 16,066 ef other nationalities. 

~The relative numbers of the several classes are 
mearly 4s follows, oOniitting fractions: Natives, 
four-tenths; Imsn, three-tenths; Germans, two- 
tenths; other natidpalities, one-tenth. In other 
‘worda, the natives are as four to six’ ‘of’ all 
otbvers; the Irish three toseven; the Germans 
two to eight. and other nationalities one to 
nine, 

The native is the predominating element, al- 
though if the foreign element 18 combined, it 
shows a majority of 41,923 against us—a little 
more than the number of German born. The 
Irish stand ‘next in. numerical strength; but 
sombine all others againstthem, and they are in 
a minority of 73,7138. Combine only the natives 
and the Germans against the Irish, and the 
latter are in a minority of 57,647. Combine the 
Trish and Germans, and they number only 9,791 
morethan the natives and ajl other nationali- 
ties. Combme the Irish and all other nationali- 
thes except the German, and they arein a minor- 
ity of 41,581—nearly as much asthe whole num- 
ber of Germans in the City. Tne numpver of 
watives 1s. only 171 less than the Irish and all 
other pationalities except the German.
